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COME ON BOYS THE 


We are now in “recon- 
construction days” for the 
Church of God when every 
one that is strong enough to 
work should be at it. There 
is so much to be done that 
there is no time for drones or 
idlers. Infact an idler or 
drone is of no use to the 
Church of God and should 
not be in it. The man or 
woman that is selfish enough 
to want to be a member sim- 
ply for their own salvation, 
and do nothing to save others, 
is too selfish for a place like 
heaven. It is expected that 
every member be a worker 
in some way. 

Every preacher is expect- 
ed to preach, and everymem- 
ber is expected to do some- 
thing in their proper sphere 
to help the work along. 
There must be order about 
it all, or there will be some 
bumpings occasionally, be- 
cause two or more try to be 
in the same place, or do_ the 
same thing at the same time. 
I have heard of. the mothers 
and babies being on the plat- 
form where the preachers be- 
long, and sometimes the lit- 
tle fellow’s fingers have been 
mashed under the big preach- 
er’s feet. 

A Sunday school never 
needs but one supertendent, 


but there is most always need 


for one or two _ assistants. 


Then there are the teachers 


and other officers and helpers. 


So there is plenty of work for 
all, and all can do something 
to help win souls for Jesus 
no 
other opening for you there 
is always opportunity to sing 
and pray, and go out and in- 
vite the people to come in to 
the’services or Sunday school. 

While there is need for all 
classes and kinds of workers, 
we have mentioned the spec- 
ial need of ministers like Paul. 
Not that we expect to find 
many that can write like he 
did, and preach with the 
same effect altogether, but in 
one sense all preachers ought 
to be like him. They ought 
to have the burden so heavy,

Paul felt like he had to 
preach whether he had good 
clothes or no clothes at all. 
He said, “Necessity is laid 
upon me.” He was going to 
preach if he had to walk to 
his appointment. He was go- 
ing to preach no matter what 
obstacles were in the way. 
The Jews tried to stop 
him, and gave him five severe 
whippings of thirty-nine stipes 
each time. He was beaten 
with rods at three different 
times; stoned and left for 
dead once; was shipwrecked 
three times while on his way 
to his field of labor, and in 
perils of almost every kind. 
He was “in weariness and 
painfulness, in watchings 
often, in hunger and thirst, in 
fasting often, in cold and na- 
kedness.”

If the way clos- 
ed up at one place he would 
go to another. He did not 
wait for an invitation. He 
went where he wasnot want- 
ed many times. But he had 
‘to preach.
